took a shower more than once a series 
a sissy. 


The once fiery shortstop is 76 now, 
and settled down in a little cottage 
that snuggles on the bank of the Hali- 
fax River. All his old cronies are 
now—all save Connie Mack, 
whom he remembers as a pink-cheek- 
ed gangling kid who was a whale of a 


a | catcher but couldn’t hit. 


I found him yesterday a-sittin’in 
the sun on a bench at the Peaboacy 
'club, where lawn bowling goes on from 

4 | dawn till dusk, and 65 is the average 
age of the membership list. For two 
hours I sat beside the little old fellow 
(he never weighed more than 150, even 
on that February day in 1887 when he 
reported to the Giants in El Paso for 
spring training). And for two hours 
'he talked baseball, covering the span 
from the days when a drop was the

\hugged the radio and prayed for Bill 
‘Terry's Giants—his Giants—to lick the

M} William MacCormick started his 
| baseball while a student at the Ches- 
borough theological seminary, an in- 
stitution devoted to the production of 
Methodist preachers. 


i “I meant to be a preacher,” Mac- 
Cormick said, “but right before T grad- 
uated we had a game with a Buffalo 
team and a Giant scout saw me and 
offered me a job. I signed up and 
said I would report next year. 

“TJ graduated, and not liking the 
farm work at home, went to Canada 
where I tended’ bar. It was a good 
thing I had that bar experience. else 
I never would have lasted with the 

z - | Giants. Because it taught me how to 
handle drunks and how to fight, and 
you needed to know both things on 
the Giants in those days. 

“They tell me Bill Terry’s got a nice, 
quiet bunch of boys on the Giants now. 

| Well. they were hell-raisers in those 
days. We had one _ pitcher who 
couldn't win a game if he didn’t knock 
off ‘bout a quart before he went out 


oe ‘on the field.’ 


The Giants played the Orioles in 
| those days. but MacCormick doesn't 
a \remember that they were any tougher 
oes anybody else. In fact, he thinks 
B | the providence team that played 1 

the league at that time holds the all- 
B | time prize for orneriness. 
2| “We had a fight every time we play- 
led Providence,” he said with a laugh. 
“And when the players weren't fight- 
ing themselves they fought the um- 
pires. I remember one umpire—he al- 
ways did hate me—who called three 
straight strikes on me one day. Nota 
cne of them was within a foot of the . 
plate. When he called ‘strike three’ I 
turned around and, yelling ‘strike 
four. let him have one on the chin 
that even knocked him cold. He did 
not even put me out of the game. 
Everybody was tough in those days.” 

MacCormick was with Billy Sunday 
the night he was converted. 

“Billy was playing with Chicago, and 
he was a good fielder. I guess he was 
the fastest man on the bases I ever 
saw, and he was a bad sinner. One 
night a bunch of players were sitting 
on the curbstone in front of a cheap 

heard some gospel 


across the street. Billy asked if any- 
one would go over to the mission with 
him and we all laughed. Finally I 
went and Billy gave himself to the 
Lord that night. He never took an- 
other drop of whisky or cussed again, 
Not so many years ago he was hold- 
ing a revival meeting in Jacksonville 
and I went to it. He spotted me from 
the pulpit and yelled: 

“Hy there, you ol’ Giant.’ , 

“He came down and nearly shook 
»ymy hand off.” 

Players didn’t wear gloves when 
MacCormick started in baseball; and 
his hand prove it. He hasn’t a finger 
on either hand that isn’t crooked as 
a vulture’s talon. 

‘ “Somebody broke a finger every 
every day,” he said. 

And broken bones were no excus? 
for not playing, either, because the 
Giants of 1887 had a squad of but 13
